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Reluctant Congress 
G ets Energy Program 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The planned 
$4.4 billion addition to the uranium 
enrichment plant near Piketon in 
southern Ohio may be a casualty of 
President Carter’s national energy 
policy. 
Administration spokesmen said 
Wednesday night the President is 
considering moving the proposed new 
facility to Oak Ridge, Tenn., in com­ 
pensation for the cancellation of 
another big nuclear project there. 
In his energy address Wednesday 
night to a joint session of Congress, 
Carter announced that instead of using 
the “gaseous diffusion" method at the 
new facility as previously planned, the 
next plant should turn to a new 
technique called the “gas centrifuge.” 
A gas centrifuge plant would cost 
about the same to build, but Carter 
pointed out that it would use only about 
one-tenth as much electricity as a 
‘‘diffusion’’ plant for the same 
production.

Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., chairman 
of the Senate Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee, which will 
handle most of the President’s 
proposals. 
But Jackson added that he sees little 
likelihood of Carter’s gas tax proposal 
passing Congress. And he predicted 
major modifications would be made in 
the President’s oil pricing recom­ 
mendations. 
House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill 
also expressed reservations about the 
gasoline tax but vowed full support for 
the President's program, adding that 
Carter knows “this is his first major 
fight.... This is a battle.” 
And Senate Democratic Leader 
Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia 
claimed “the problem of supply was 
not addressed at all" by the President. 


But noting that Congress still hasn’t 
seen details of C arter’s specific 
legislation, which will be submitted on 
Monday, 
Byrd 
cautioned, 
“ We 
shouldn’t shoot from the hip.... Much 
will depend on acceptance by the 
American people." 


House Republican Leader John 
Rhodes of Arizona said Carter talked 
too much about conservation and not 
enough about encouraging more 
energy production. “ It was a message 
addressed to no growth and I don’t 
think that will satisfy the country at 
all,” he said. 
Carter told Congress he wants to 
conserve energy by making gas- 
guzzling automobiles, gasoline, oil and 
natural gas more expensive. 
He asked for authority to unpose a

WASHINGTON (AP) - Our cars 
will be smaller, lighter and probably 
too sluggish for the speed jockeys. 
That’s the future of the automobile 
under President Carter’s plan to solve 
America’s energy dilemma. 
In unveiling his com prehensive 
energy program Wednesday night, 
Carter asked Congress for stringent 
legislation intended to curtail gasoline 
consumption. 
Under his plan, if Americans don’t 
cut back, gas prices would go up as 
much as 57 cents a gallon — nearly 
double 
by 1985. Purchasers of 1978 
cars that get less than 13 miles per 
gallon would pay a federal excise tax 
of $449; that tax would rise to $2,488 by 
1985. 
Those who buy small cars that get 
good mileage would be rewarded with 
cash rebates up to $473. 
'Hie plan also has a provision for gas 
rationing, a step that would be taken in 
an emergency such as the 1973 Arab oil 
embargo. 
Carter said the penalties can be 
avoided if conservation is achieved. 
His solution is to use smaller autos, car 
and van pools, buses, subways and 
other public transportation, and drive 
fewer miles. 
Even if Congress approves the 
controversial legislation, Americans 
will need a lot of convincing to curb use 
of their automobiles. 
Americans currently make 86 per 
cent of their trips between cities by 
car. Only ll per cent of their trips are 
by air, and buses, trains and ships 
account for less than 3 per cent. 
Some 53 per cent of commuters in 
metropolitan areas drive to work alone 
in their cars; 
21 
per cent 
are 


passengers, and only about 8 per cent 
use buses, streetcars or subways. 
Carter’s plan could change these 
figures. 
At the very least, it would boost the 
price of gasoline seven cents over the 
next three years because of higher 
domestic crude oil prices. The first two 
cent increase would come next 
January, adding $14 to the average 
driver’s annual gas bill. 
The keystone of the message was the 
50 cent a gallon standby tax that would 
be levied over several years if the 
public fails to heed Carter’s plea for 
energy conservation. 
It would be imposed beginning Jan. 
2, 1979, if gasoline saving measures 
fail. The initial tax would be five cents 
a gallon, on top of the existing four- 
cent-a-gallon federal tax. The would 
add $35 to the average driver’s annual 
gas bill. 
Regular gas now costs about 60 cents 
a gallon. 
Each year the tax would rise, fall or 
stay the same, depending on how well 
consumers did in meeting a gas con­ 
sumption target. But in no year could it 
rise or fall more than 5 cents a gallon, 
and the cumulative amount of taxes 
could not exceed 50 cents. 
The five cent maximum could be 
imposed in 1979, for example, if total 
1978 consumption were one per cent 
above the target set by the govern­ 
ment. The target for 1978 is an average 
7.35 million barrels a day, a little 
above the current level. 
After allowing limited increases in 
gasoline consumption until 1980, 
C arter’s plan calls for gradual 
reductions from 1980 to 1987, despite an 
increase in the miles driven.

No Help For Ohio 
In Carter's Plan?

Wednesday night President Carter’s 
national energy plan contains almost 
no elements aimed at increasing fuel 
supplies for Ohio, one of the states hit 
hardest last winter by the energy 
shortage. 
“We have large energy reserves in 
this country, and in Ohio, and they 
must be developed while we are asking 
people to conserve," Rhodes said in a 
statem ent 
issued 
after 
C arter 
presented his energy program to 
Congress. 
Rhodes said preliminary figures 
prepared by Tax Commissioner Edgar 
I ancile y show that Ohio consumers 
could pay as much as $30 billion in new 
taxes and energy related costs over the 
next eight years under Carter’s plan. 
The governor said that amounts to 
$11,000 for every Ohio family. 
“We cannot tax ourselves out of the 
energy shortage," he said. 
Rhodes noted that Carter said some 
of the money would be returned to 
Americans in the form of rebates, but 
said the President did not indicate who 
would get the rebates. 
David C. Sweet, a member of the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio, 
said he believed Carter’s program 
would help improve natural gas 
supplies in the state. 
By allowing interstate gas prices to 
rise to intrastate levels, he said, the 


President s plan should alleviate the 
problem of Ohio having to fight for 
dwindling natural gas supplies. 
Sen. John Glenn, D-Ohio, welcomed 
several 
of 
C arter’s 
proposals, 
especially elimination of the two-tiered 
pricing system for natural gas. 
But he said he was disappointed that 
the 
President 
did 
not 
extend 
emergency allocation authority to 
industry. He said Ohio working people 
suffered enormous hardships this 
winter through gas curtailm ents 
because current law does not protect 
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industries “that happen to be on the 
wrong pipeline systems.”

“I take issue with his proposal to 
equalize rates (to consumers of 
electricity).”

said 
utilities 
generally charge less per unit of 
energy to big industrial consumers 
because it costs less to deliver the 
energy in quantity. 


—William H. Dickhoner, president of 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co.: Said he 
was in “complete accord ' with Car­ 
ter's assessment of the energy crisis 
and found his goal of simplified 
regulation of nuclear power plants 
“very encouraging.” 
—J.T. Rogers, vice president of Ohio 
Edison Co.: "To the extent that his 
program calls for increased reliance 
on coal resources and nuclear energy, 
we would wholeheartedly agree with 
it." 
—Dudley Taw, president of East 
Ohio Gas Co.: "Our problem needs 
more than conservation. We have got 
to increase our efforts to supply all 
available energy." 
—Donald Speyer, spokesman for 
Dayton Power & Light Co.: “Con­ 
servation programs and the wise 
development of our abundant coal 
deposits and other energy resources 
are all necessary.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter is passing the job of for­ 
mulating a tough new energy policy to 
a Congress that clearly is reluctant to 
accept the assignment. 


Carter laid out his comprehensive 
energy program to a joint House- 
Senate session Wednesday night, 
acknowledging that it would be painful 
and declaring, “I don’t expect much 
applause." 
He didn’t get much applause, either. 
Yet, 
Democratic 
congressional 
leaders vowed to fight hard for the 
bulk of the program, which calls for

conserving energy through higher 
automobile and fuel prices and taxes. 
But they conceded the plan faces 
major opposition. 
Carter told Congress that to deal 
with the nation’s energy crisis the 
lawmakers must approve taxes and 
price increases on dwindling fuel 
supplies and must agree to heavy 
taxes on gas-guzzling automobiles. 
His plan for a standby gasoline tax of 
up to 50 cents a gallon drew the most 
vigorous criticism. It seemed doomed 
to an early defeat. 
Members of Congress of both par­ 
ties, deeply split over energy issues, 
voiced little enthusiasm for the over­ 
all package, but many praised Carter 
for courage in proposing stiff con­ 
servation measures. 
“I’m going to be leading the charge 
to do everything possible to put 


The switch would eliminate the need 
for two huge new power plants which 
the American Electric Power Co., 
seeking federal financial guarantees, 
would have built to power the Pike 
County facility. 
But at a White House briefing, a top 
administration energy official said the 
new centrifuge plant would be built "in 
Tennessee or Ohio” , and another 
spokesman later confirmed that this 
meant the Portsmouth plant may be 
reassigned to Oak Ridge. 
Oak Ridge was slated to lose another 
big nuclear project, the Clinch River 
Breeder Reactor which Carter wants 
to cancel in an international bid to 
discourage the development of nuclear 
fuels based on plutonium, a metal 
easily used to make atomic bombs. 
The proposed shift would have not 
only regional but also business im­ 
plications. 
Bechtel, Goodyear, and Union 
Carbide Corp., have the most ex­ 
perience in operating gaseous dif­ 
fusion plants for the federal govern­ 
ment, but other companies and groups 
have expressed interest in jumping 
into the new gas centrifuge technology 
and might enlarge the commercial 
competition for government con­ 
tracting for such a new plant.

Solar Energy 
Tests Slated 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A "third 
generation” of collectors designed to 
use solar energy to heat and cool 
houses will be tested here under a 
grant approved by the Ohio Energy 
Resource and Development Agency. 
In addition to monitoring the ef­ 
ficiency of the glass panels, engineers 
at Ohio State University will also try to 
determine during the next heating 
season if solar residential heating is 
feasible in the state’s climate. 
A first year grant of $30,000 was 
awarded by the state ERDA to pay for 
the monitoring program. It will also 
include tests of a solar absorption- 
refrigeration system to cool the house 
this summer. 
The tests will be conducted by the 
Engineering Experiment Station’s 
solar energy laboratory at the solar 
house on the state fairgrounds. OSU 
Prof. Charles F. Sepsy will supervise. 
The new collectors are “ more ef­ 
ficient and allow for higher operating 
temperatures than previous panels,” 
Sepsy said.

He also proposed new taxes on crude 
oil that would add about seven cents a 
gallon to the price of gasoline by 1980 
and lead to equivalent increases for 
other petroleum products; an increase 
in the federal price ceiling for natural 
gas, and taxes on industrial and utility 
use of natural gas and oil. 
The program would return some of 
the taxes to Americans, possibly 
through income tax rebates, and give 
tax breaks to homeowners who add 
insulation to their homes or take other 
energy-saving measures. 
“ Voluntary compliance will not be 
enough,” Carter told Congress. “ The 
problem is too large and the time is too 
short.” 
Carter 
had 
one 
prominent 
Republican ally, Sen. Charles Percy of 
Illinois. “ We’re a nation of energy- 
hogs. We’ve just got to change our 
habits, even if just to reduce criticism 
of this country from abroad,” Percy 
said, urging Republicans not to take a 
“ partisan approach. 
There is no 
reason why we should not support 
those parts of the program that make 
sense.” 
Carter said his program would 
“ reward those who conserve and 
penalize those who waste.” And he 
said it strives to spread the sacrifice 
over all segments of society. 


Carter called his proposed standby 
gasoline tax “ one of the most con­ 
troversial and misunderstood” parts 
of his program. 
The tax would be triggered at a rate 
of five cents a year, beginning in 
January 1979, if gasoline consumption 
rose above specified levels. 
Criticized as inflationary, ineffective 
as a means of curbing consumption 
and 
as 
penalizing 
low-income 
Americans most, the gas tax proposal 
was widely attacked by lawakers — 
despite Carter assurances that it 
would only be levied if conservation 
goals are not met. 
Carter’s oil pricing proposals also 
generated controversy. 
His plan would put new taxes on 
domestic crude oil in two stages that 
would hike its average cost over a 
three-year period to the 1977 world- 
market price of $13.50 a barrel charged 
by the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. This is more than 
twice the price of some existing 
domestic oil. 
The proposed domestic crude oil tax 
is expected to add another seven cents 
a gallon to the pump price of gasoline 
by 1980. 
Carter said there would be “ dollar 
for dollar” rebates to those who use oil 
to heat their homes to cover the added 
costs of this tax. 
Pegging prices of domestic oil to 
OPEC prices gives too much power to 
the oil cartel, critics said. Jackson said 
Congress would not allow OPEC to 
decide how much oil will cost in the 
United States, and predicted that this 
portion of Carter’s proposal would be 
modified. 
The conservation incentive part of 
the plan — such as tax credits for home 
insulation and solar energy measures 
— won praise from Democrats and 
Republicans and have the most likely 
chance of success.

Captured Rebel Says 
No Cubans In Zaire 


KINSHASA, Zaire (AP) - Two 
rebels captured by President Mobutu 
Sese Seko’s forces say Cuban advisers 
accompanied them to the border of 
southern Zaire six weeks ago and then 
returned to Angola. 
“ There are no Cubans now,” said 
Yava Pierre Kapenda, 28, who had 
been shot in the leg. 
The men, wearing hospital garb and 
bandages, appeared at a news con­ 
ference Wednesday night after being 
paraded before a rally at the national 
stadium in an open jeep. 
Kapenda said he was a member of 
the Lunda tribe, the chief tribe In 
southern Zaire’s Shaba province, and 
had been in Angola since 1963, when he 
was 14. 
He said he fought for the colonial 
Portuguese army and later for the 
Marxist Popular Front, which took 
over the Angolan government when 
the Portuguese colony got its in­ 
dependence in 1975 and with the help of 
Cuban troops defeated two pro- 
Western nationalist factions. 
“ First we were trained by the 
Portuguese and after that by the 
Cubans,” Kapenda said. 
The younger prisoner, who officials 
said was 21, was asked who supplied 
his weapons.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
accounting profession, under attack 
after 
corporate 
scandals,

inevitably come under stepped up 
federal government regulation, a 
university professor here predicts. 
Accountants are now hoist with their 
own petard, said Ohio State University 
Professor John K. Shank, because of 
their traditional willingness to allow 
people to believe in the infallibility of 
their profession.

A ll The Food We Need 
By PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
NEW YORK (KFS) — Disregard the 
wild predictions of world-wide famine. 
The U.S. now has the technology to 
convert waste paper, garbage, wood 
chips, even cattle wastes, into tasty 
and nutritious food. 
These same waste products can be 
converted into a liquid fuel which will 
ease the gasoline shortage greatly. 
What else is technologically new? 
This country has developed a billion- 
dollar industry, converting cornstarch 
into a high-fructose product which is 
chemically almost identical to cane 
sugar — but sweeter, and only half as 
expensive. Relatively soon, we will no 
longer rely on the whims of “third 
world” suppliers — we could become 
the world’s leading exporter of 
sweeteners. 
Behind all these developments, a 
flurry of activity and advances in the 
field of enzyme technology. 
“The new discoveries,” says Dr. E. 
Kendall Pye, co-director of the 
Enzyme Technology Group at the 
University of Pennsylvania Medical 
School, “are dramatic. Through en­ 
zyme science, we have the capability 
for producing all the food we need — 


and doing it in factories, where we 
don’t have to worry about weather 
disasters. We can ferment com into 
gasoline, to greatly ease the fuel 
crisis.” 
What are these miracle makers 
called enzymes? 
“They are proteins, found in all 
living things, which cause vital 
chemical reactions (such as digestion) 
in the body.” Science now can isolate 
enzymes — there are thousands, in all 
manner of plants and animals — and 
use them to convert one thing to 
another. 
But only in the last few years has 
more sophisticated experimentation 
shown that enzymes can produce life­ 
saving marvels. “It is within our 
present technology,” says Dr. Pye, “to 
take both energy and food from the 
plant material — grass, for instance, 
and trees — the bulk of which is 
cellulose. Cattle manure contains 40 
per cent cellulose, because of the grass 
the cattle graze upon. Now, enzymes 
can break down cellulose to form 
glucose. You can grow fungi in that, 
and produce food that is almost pure 
protein — and ifs food that is not 
subject to droughts or floods. It can be

NEW YORK (AP) - It’s tough for 
Americans to accept the notion that 
they cannot continue to consume as 
they have. It goes against their grain. 
It conflicts with what they were 
taught. It is viewed as a restriction of 
freedom. 
No wonder. What youngster hasn’t 
been educated to believe that this is the 
land of plenty, of the good life, of the 
life that 
gets 
better 
with 
each 
generation, of the high m aterial 
standard of living? 
What adult hasn’t been conditioned 
by advertising and marketing to 
believe that consumption is a joy and a 
right? And who hasn’t in some small 
way or large consumed conspicuously 
because m aterial possessions are 
admired? 
The consumer has been exalted, 
encouragud, exploited. He and she 
have been honored as the driving force 
of the economy. Economists eagerly 
study the consumer’s mind for in­ 
dications of future economic strength 
or weakness. 
And now the consumer is told to cut 
it because the country must re­ 
emphasize production, of energy at 
least, as in the days when the country 
was developing into the world’s 
premier industrial power. 
If we don’t cut our energy con­ 
sumption, we are told, we won’t have 
much of anything else to consume. And 
that if we don’t increase our produc­ 
tion of energy, the industrial and social 
superstructure built upon it might 
collapse. 
And so, like the smokestack that 
once symbolized industrial might 
before it was toppled by the reality of 
pollution, the brilliantly lighted office 
building that stands empty in the night 
They'll Do It 


seems destined to be viewed as an ugly 
symbol of unconscionable waste. 
The change is sudden, but only 
because so much of the nation refused 
to heed what it was told — that fossil 
energy sources are exhaustable. 
And those reluctant to conserve 
aren’t to be found only among those 
who didn’t know better. 


Within the past decade, owners of 
office buildings sometimes were told 
by utilities seeking to boost their sales 
— that it was good avertising to leave 
your office lights shining like a beacon 
in the night. 
And the Federal government em­ 
barked on an enormous highway 
building spree with money that some 
people thought should have gone into 
mass transportation facilities that 
would have consumed less energy. 


Instead of accepting the warnings, 
many Americans chose to view the 
energy crisis as a hoax perpetrated by 
those who stood to gain from such a 
line. And surveys show that many 
people still believe so. 
It was partly for this reason that 
President Carter felt the need to use 
the phrase “national catastrophe” to 
describe the potential danger, and 
“moral equivalent of war” to describe 
the fight that must be waged. 


Nevertheless, there will remain a 
good many people who will not be 
convinced that the big oil companies 
didn’t conspire to bring about the 
shortage for their own greedy ends. 
And there are others who will be so 
highly displeased and greatly in­ 
convenienced that they will find it 
difficult to accept the level of sacrifice 
they are called upon to make.

produced right in factories, with no 
waits for harvest time.” 
The problem, of course, if that 
“people aren’t used to the idea of 
eating bacteria, as such.” They have 
fixed ideas on the subject, “even 
though many traditional foods are 
almost entirely made up of pure 
bacteria — yogurts, cheeses, many 
wines, aged venison. It’s all around us. 
And most people don’t realize that the 
fast food chains, and some of the best 
hotels in the country, serve beautiful 
steaks and hamburgers made of what 
we call flaked meat. When meat is 
carved from a carcass, much of the 
meat remains on the bone. But special 
knives are used to carefully clean off 
the bones, and the meat and gristle is 
then texturized with enzymes, and put 
back in the form of re-synthesized 
meat cutlets. I point this out to show 
that the food industry in this country is 
very capable of producing delicious 
and inexpensive meat from products 
that once were totally wasted." 
Tomorrow is Food Day, sponsored 
by the Center for Science in the Public 
Interest. It will be observed in 200 
major cities as “a day of education and 
action — a time to address pressing 
food problems.” In honor of the day,

enzyme 
technology can, if permitted, solve 
those pressing problems. “What we’re 
suggesting here is that, instead of 
growing only food crops which are 
subject to all the threats of changing 
weather patterns (which everybody 
from the CIA down has said will cause 
famines), we can use the cellulose 
found everywhere in nature, and 
convert it into food and energy sour­ 
ces.” 
Much of the advance in enzyme 
science is a result of the discovery of 
the current president of Israel, Dr. 
Ephraim Katzir. A problem with 
enzymes has been that they degraded 
quickly; Katzir, visiting the U.S. as a 
scientist in the 1960s, discovered a 
system for prolonging the life of en­ 
zymes by attaching them to solid 
surfaces — they’re then called “im­ 
mobilized enzymes.” This find made a 
great difference in the food industry, 
and resulted in big business jumping 
into the enzyme conversion market. 
Science quite suddenly went com­ 
mercial, and factories have sprung up 
across the land, converting cornstarch 
to sugar, treating milk sugar to make 
it more digestible, improving and 
speeding the production of cheeses, 
converting cellulose into glucose... 
Billions of dollars are being made 
now with the new enzyme discoveries, 
and the man who gave protein its 
longer life is over in Israel, presiding. 
“He never made a penny out of his 
discovery,” says Dr. Pye. “Katzir, like 
the rest of us, was an academician. He 
did what he did just because it was an 
interesting thing to do.” 
Coal Costs 
Said Heavy 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Out-of- 
state coal is costing Ohioans $170 
million a year in lost salaries and 
additional income, the Ohio Lung 
Association said Tuesday. 
The association cited a 1975 Federal 
Power Commission report that if Ohio 
electric utilities had used only Ohio 
coal under existing regulations and 
had installed flue gas desulfurizers, 
they could have increased their use of 
Ohio coal by 26 per cent or 11.9 million 
tons. 
OLA said the amount nearly equals 
the total coal production for 20 of 
Ohio’s 25 coal-producing counties 
which employed 4,578 persons in 1975. 
“ Apparently, some utility com­ 
panies are using costly lowsulfur coal 
from other states with little or no 
regard for the resultant job losses in 
Ohio,” said Dale C. Hollem, executive 
director. “Furthermore, the use of 
additional out-of-state coal is being 
threatened as an alternative to avoid 
the installation of scrubbers which 
would reduce sulfur oxide emissions 
and permit the use of more Ohio coal 
while complying with proposed air 
quality regulations.”

In my social group there are a 
number of people who are having 
psychotherapy or psychoanalysis. 
They’re constantly using terms that I 
don’t understand. Could you clarify 
some of these for me? 
Mrs. B. L. L., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
I’ll take the most common ones that 
you have listed and define them for 
you: 
Ambivalence: The co-existence of 
two opposing drives, desires, feelings 
or emotions toward the same person, 
object or goal. These may be conscious 
or partly unconscious. A good example 
of this is love and hate for the same 
person. 
Anxiety: Apprehension, tension or 
uneasiness which stems from the 
anticipation of danger, the source of 
which 
is 
largely 
unknown 
or 
unrecognized. Fear, closely allied to 
anxiety, is a reaction to some real 
threat or danger. 
Catharsis: The healthful release of 
ideas accomplished by the expression 
of feelings and inner emotions. 
Paranoia: A psychotic disorder 
characterized by feelings of per­ 
secution and delusions of grandeur. 
This is a most complicated disorder 
which can be thoroughly understood 
only by those who are highly trained in 
psychiatry and psychology. 
Schizophrenia: 
Another severe 
emotional disorder characterized by a 


retreat from reality, with delusions, 
hallucinations, emotional disharmony 
and changes in behavior. 
It must be emphasized that paranoia 
and schizophrenia are not terms to be 
used indiscriminately by those who 
have no true capacity to evaluate 
them. Far too often the terms are used 
as adjectives to describe a person who 
is not liked or understood. This is not 
fair. 


Transference: The unconscious 
transfer, 
to 
the 
therapist 
or 
others, of feelings and attitudes which 
were originally associated with im­ 
portant figures in one’s early life .. . 
Parents, brothers, sisters, uncles, and 
friends, for example. The psychiatrist 
uses this phenomenon to help the 
patient understand his emotional 
problems and their origins. 


Oedipus 
Complex: 
This 
is 
a 
Freudian concept that indicates at­ 
tachment of the child for the parent of 
the opposite sex, accomplished by 
envious or aggressive feelings towards 
the parent of the same sex. Originally, 
this term applied only to the male 
child, but now has extended to both. 
For those interested in more ex­ 
tensive definitions, an excellent 
Psychiatric Glossary is published by 
the American Psychiatric Association 
in Washington, D. C.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Army of­ 
ficials, concerned about apparent lack

advertising campaign to spur the 
response. 
Only about 15,000 veterans of a 
potential 432,500 have made inquiries 
in the first 14 days of the program, and 
the number of calls has been dropping. 
The upgrade program will last for at 
least six months, but the Army had 
been geared up to handle an expected 
surge of applications in the first 30 
days. Except for the first two days, the 
surge did not develop. 
The Army is planning a follow-up 
publicity campaign to stimulate fresh 
interest and reach any eligible veteran 
who did not get the word originally. 
The new effort will include public

mendations for water and related land 
projects and programs for the Scioto 
River Basin is now being reviewed by

the Ohio River Basin. 
This report was prepared under the 
leadership of the Ohio River Basin 
Commission and contains information 
furnished by the states and Federal 
agencies directly influencing the 
Scioto Basin. 
Recomm endations 
for 
im ­ 
plementation during the next five 
years include one Army snagging and 
clearing project at I^aurelville, im­ 
proved municipal waste treatment 
facilities at 29 communties. The report 
also recommends the study of: Four 
USDA-Soil 
Conservation 
Service 
watershed projects; the Army Chil­ 
licothe and vicinity local Protection 
Project; fifty water quality Facility 
Planning Areas; and eight HUD Flood 
Insurance Studies in the Basin.

Judge O. Charles Hosterman spoke 
Tuesday evening to the Pickaway 
County Young Republicans' Club. 


He outlined the functions of the 
Municipal Court and the strict code of 
conduct governing an Ohio judge’s 
relationship to his political party.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The 
Supreme Court has issued a stay order 
preventing Cincinnati Bell from in­ 
stituting a measured rate service 
experiment in some parts of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
The action delayed two orders by the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
(PUCO) which would have permitted 
the utility to begin testing the system 
and open hearings May 2, pending 
appeal. 
The suit was brought by a Cincinnati 
group calling itself the Committee 
Against Measured Rate Test. 
The utility said the test would 
measure the actual calls made by 
customers and set rates higher for 
those who make more calls in a month 
and less for those who make fewer 
calls. 
The opponents argued that the 
March 9 PUCO order allowing the tests 
to proceed was “ unreasonable and 
unlawful” in that they were not given 
sufficient notice of details of the test 
nor given an opportunity to be heard. 
A spokesman for Cincinnati Bell 
said, “ We look forward to an early 
resoluton of this matter and are cer­

Suburbs Seek Split From Cook County

S p rin g b o ro Loses A n n e x a tio n Bid 


CHICAGO (AP) — Some of the 
wealthiest suburbs of Chicago are 
mounting a campaign to split away 
from Cook County, which they say 
collects their taxes, but denies them 
proper representation. 
Leaders 
of 
the 
secessionist 
movement say the county, the nation’s 
second most populous, is dominated by 
Chicago, the country’s second largest 
city, and that suburban residents are 
paying high tax bills largely to support 
city services. 
To counter this, six townships 
containing more than a dozen of 
Chicago's fastest-growing suburban 
communities, have begun planning a 
new county, something that hasn’t 
been done in Illinois since 1859. 
The county — to be called lincoln — 
would cut off what is now the nor­ 
thwest comer of Cook County. lincoln 
would be the state’s fourth largest 
county with an estimated 350,000 
residents. 
State Sen. David Regner, a suburban 
Republican, has sponsored legislation 
that would make secession easier. He 
says a survey he conducted among 
2,000 of his constituents showed 69 per 
cent in favor of withdrawal, 17 per cent 
opposed and 14 per cent with no 
opinion. 
The idea of separating suburban 
towns from the central city is not 
unique to Cook County. There have 
also been some efforts, so far un­ 
successful, to split off outlying com­ 
munities of Ix>s Angeles County, the 


nation's largest in terms of population. 
Admittedly a “tongue-in-cheek 
idea’’ when it started, the campaign 
“gets more serious the worse the Cook 
County government becomes,’’ says 
Mayor Wendell Jones of Palatine, the 
guiding force behind the separatist 
movement. 


Jones has prepared a feasibility 
study on the idea and suburban of­ 
ficials sent it on to the state Depart­ 
ment of Local Affairs. 
“The enormity of it staggers me,’’ 
said John Castle, department acting 
director. “Starting a county from 
scratch like that. Ifs just an enormous 
undertaking.” 
Before World War II, the northwest 
suburbs consisted mainly of vegetable 
farms. Since then, they have ex­ 
perienced dramatic growth, absorbing 
an influx of relatively affluent white 
collar workers. 


Arlington 
Heights, for instance, 
grew from 8,768 residents in 1950 to 
64.884 in 1970. Its median family in­ 
come in 1974 was $24,000, compared 
with a median of $12,400 in the city. 
Currently, suburbs account for 
almost half of Cook County’s total $23.9 
billion assessed valuation. They ac­ 
counted for only a third of the county’s 
total worth a decade ago. 
“I think we would be better served, 
with a more modem approach to 
government, if we created our own 
county unit,” said Jones. 
He said the present county board

structure, with IO Chicago members 
and six suburban representatives, 
gives the suburban interests short 
shrift. 
Although the majority of suburban 
residents are Republicans, “you have 
the Democratic machine of Chicago 
controlling the.suburbs,” Jones said. 
“It’s one-party rule totally, and there 
seems to be no way out except 
.ession.” 
George Dunne, Cook County board 
president and chairman of the county 
Democratic organization, said he 
would offer no resistance to the 
secessionists’ proposal “if ifs what the 
people want.” 
“This is a democracy,” he said. “If 
the people want it, they should have it. 
I’m 
not 
worried 
about 
losing 
(patronage) jobs or anything else.’’ 
Mayor James Ryan of Arlington 
Heights said the idea of seceding “has 
some merit, but I'm not as optimistic 
as some others are for its coming to 
fruition. 
“Before I’d be out front, I d want a 
thoughtful, in-depth analysis of what 
would result,” Ryan said. “What’s 
good at one time may not be good for 
all times.” 
Jones said the biggest obstacle to 
secession 
is

EDITOR’S NOTE: The following 
question-and-answer column, provided 
rn conjunction with Private Property 
Week, April 17-23, deals with two ques­ 
tions that frequently are asked mem­ 
bers of the Pickaway County Board of 
Realtors. It is our hope that the an­ 
swers given by Sue Spires, board 
president, will assist home owners and 
potential buyers of homes throughout 
the area. 


Question: How do I decide what 
home-style — size, location and cost — 
to buy for me and the family? 
Answer: Before you visit a Realtor’s 
office to be shown homes, sit down with 
all members of the family and discuss 
what it is you want in a home. 
Do you want a modem, rambling 
ranch-style or an older two- or three- 
story home, for example? Is yours an 
active, sports-minded and recreation- 
minded family? If so, you would want 
a home with a family or recreation 
room and the home should be located 
near a park or near baseball, tennis or 
football facilities. 
Do you have young children? Then 
you wouldn’t want to locate in a neigh­ 
borhood that has few young playmates 
for them. 
In short, Realtors try to fit the home 
to the family and not the family to the 
home. 
Question: I have enough of a down 
payment now to buy a nice home, but 
not the kind of home I really want.

COLUMBUS — Governor James A. 
Rhodes today announced that the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles (BMV) has 
released an advance of $4,506,019.00 
in 1976 license plate revenues for 
distribution among county and local 
governm ents 
across 
the 
state. 
Pickaway County received $8,746.62. 
Governor Rhodes reported that 
warrant requests for this distribution 
are being forwarded to the State 
Auditor, and said BMV officials hope 
to have checks back from the Auditor 
and ready for mailing to each county 
by April 25, 1977. This latest disbur­ 
sement brings total payments to local 
governments from revenue received 
during the 1976 license year to more 
than $158 million, the Governor said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
is going to teach its employes defen­ 
sive driving in an attempt to cut the 
costs of vehicle repairs and disability 
claims arising from on-the-job traffic 
accidents. 
The Department of Highway Safety 
Wednesday kicked off a year-long 
program in which all employes who 
operate motor vehicles on state 
business will be taught how to prevent 
dangerous driving situations from 
developing. 
‘‘The idea behind this program is to 
reduce the involvement of state 
workers in traffic accidents,” said 
director Robert Chiaramonte, “and 
thus reduce the cost in property 
damage, personal injury claims and 
lost time that results from these 
crashes.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio, 
including action Wednesday, now has 
ordered electric companies to repay 
customers more than $11 million in 
overcharges. 


Dayton Power & Light Co. became 
the fourth utility Wednesday to come 
under a repayment order when the 
PUCO found it owed its electricity 
customers a total of $907,105 for three 
months. 


The bulk of the repayment, $690,973, 
is for January and February when 
DP&L was buying electric power from 
other power companies rather than 
generating its total customer needs. 


Ohio law requires that utilities must 
provide energy at the lowest possible 
cost. PUCO rules allow electric utilites 
to buy from each other but demand 
that the companies prove through cost 
City Seeks 
Permit To 
Lay Sew er 


The Circleville Departm ent of 
Public Utilities has submitted an 
application to the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers to create a temporary fill in 
Hargus Creek as part of a below- 
stream level sewage line crossing. 


The 42-inch sewage line is to be layed 
from the south up to the present 
stream channel, requiring about 300 
cubic yards of material to be ex­ 
cavated. 


The stream will be diverted to the 
south over the pipe already in place. 
The diversion will be accomplished 
using approximately 200 cubic yards of 
excavated material as a cofferdam. 
The remaining section of the crossing 
is to be accomplished through this fill. 
Upon completion of the crossing, the 
stream is to be returned to its original 
channel and the stream bed and banks 
restored to their original contour. 
The crossing is part of a new sewage 
treatment facility under construction 
by the department of public utilities 
and 
will 
elim inate 
em ergency 
discharges of raw sewage into the 
stream from the present system. 
Future plans call for extension of this 
sewage line to include several small 
package plants and to eliminate 
numerous septic tank systems. 
Any person who has an interest in 
the project which may be adversely 
affected by the issuance of a permit 
may request a public hearing. The 
request must be submitted in writing 
to the district engineer by May 21 and 
must clearly set forth the interest 
which may be adversely affected and 
the manner in which the interest may 
be adversely affected by the activity.

comparison studies that the purchased 
power is cheaper than it would be if 
generated by the utility itself. 
The company defended buying 
rather than generating electricity in 
those two months on the grounds that it 
was in an emergency position. It 
further said the purchased power was 
the cheapest even though the cost 
comparison was not made. 
In ordering the repayment for 
January and February charges, the 
commission did not say that the 
purchased electricity was more ex­ 
pensive but that DP&L failed to make 
the cost comparison. 
The remaining $216,000 payback 
results from the commission finding 
that the company miscalculated its 
fuel use for electricity generating in 
October 1976. 
The company now has three options: 
—It may ask the PUCO for a 
rehearing. The commission normally 
denies such requests. 
—It may appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 
—Or it may pay the money back to 
its customers. 
Company officials said they are not 
sure at this time which of those options 
they will select. 
The PUCO ruling came during a fuel 
adjustm ent hearing. Each utility 
company is allowed to vary its rates 
according to its fuel costs which vary 
monthly. Twice a year the utilites 
must prove to the PUCO that the fuel 
adjustments are valid. 


DP&L serves about 400,000 elec­ 
tricity custom ers. 
The average 
reconciliation per customer amounts 
to $2.50, although it will vary widely 
with biggest users going above the 
average and sm aller consum ers 
getting much less. Consumers should 


not expect cash repayments but in­ 
stead a reduction in their bills. 
l^ate in 1975 the PUCO was em­ 
powered to force the utilities to prove 
their fuel adjustment charges. Until 
then, the utilities were able to pass the 
increases or decreases in their fuel 
bills straight through to customers 
without monitoring by government. 
Since enactment of the law, Cin­ 
cinnati Gas & Electric Co., Ohio 
Edison, and Ohio Power Co. have been 
ordered to make reconciliations. 
The largest order involved Ohio 
Power early this month when the 
PUCO found it owed its customers $9.5 
million. Ohio Power is appealing. 
CG&E was ordered in December 
1976 to pay back $250,000. In February, 
Ohio Edison was told it owed con­ 
sumers $461,000.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Inner 
city residents here are able to avoid 
much of the trouble of annual spring 
house repairs by borrowing the tools 
they need from their Uncle Sam in­ 
stead of their neighbor. 
Need a power drill to install some 
panelling? Or a sander to spruce up 
some wood floors? How about a paint 
brush 
or 
pipe 
wrench? 
It’s 
all 
available and ifs all free. 
The project, unique in Ohio, is 
financed with 
$175,000 in 
federal 
community development funds. There 
are believed to be only two others like 
it financed with UDA funds in the 
nation. 
To get a hammer, posthole digger, 
shovels, bench grinder with safety 
goggles, bolts and nuts, and a ladder, 
residents of five areas of the inner city 
visit the ‘‘Mobile Tool library,” three 
vans outfitted to deliver and pick up 
the equipment that circulates around 
the city. 
People who live in South linden, 
near east, near south, Franklinton and 
east Columbus obtain at no cost almost 
any kind of power tool or other 
equipment 
to 
renovate 
and 
rehabilitate their homes, whether they 
own the property or rent. They acquire 
the gear as easily as checking out a 
book from the public library. 
Mrs. James I.anghorne borrows 
equipment which would be too ex­ 
pensive to buy for occasional use. 
"I’ve used the paint up— clean up 
equipment,” she said. ‘‘They supply 
the drip pans and the covers for the 
furniture.” She has also used carpet 
cleaning and floor polishing gear. 
"Well, actually I think it is a very 
beneficial program,” Mrs. Iianghorne 
said. "I don’t drive so its very con­ 
venient” to get tools from the van 
parked in the neighborhood. 
The project is just over a year old, 
and 
despite 
its 
apparent 
a t­ 
tractiveness, the city initially had 
trouble finding people who wanted to 
borrow the gear. The program lasts 
another year. 


But the project’s current coor­ 
dinator, Ken Angel, says public in­ 
terest is increasing. During the first 
year, 2,072 tools of various shapes and 
sizes were loaned. One-fourth as many 
have been distributed in the last two 
months alone. 
Teachers 
M a y Face 
Dism issal 


CINCINNATI (AP) - The Cin­ 
cinnati Board of Education scheduled 
a meeting today to discuss further 
action against striking teachers, in­ 
cluding possible mass firings. 


A teachers’ union leader, mean­ 
while, accused the board of continuing 
to use scare tactics instead of entering 
into serious contract negotiations. 


School board President Henry 
Kasson complained Wednesday that 
pickets had become more disruptive 
since the board lost its bid for a court 
injunction to end the strike. 


Kasson said the board had three 
options if continuing negotiations were 
not fruitful: Seek another injunction if 
picketing activity becomes violent, 
consider firing teachers for failure to 
perform while under contract, or in­ 
voke the Ferguson Act, which permits 
firing of striking public employes. 


"First they try to scare us to death 
by cutting off our medical insurance,” 
said Roger Stephens, president of the 
Cincinnati Federation of Teachers. 
"Then they tried repression with a 
court injunction that failed. Now they 
are threatening to fire us instead of 
concentrating on the bargaining table 
to work out a meaningful agreement.” 


The CFT struck the 65,000-pupil 
district April 13 in a contract dispute.

The Reds had Sutton on the ropes 
throughout, but the crafty veteran 
avoided the knockout punch. He fired a 
seven-hitter, stranding nine Reds 
baserunners. 
“It is like a bank robber pulling off a 
job and through the police net,” 
crowed Dodger M anager Tommy 
LaSorda, who has his club off to a 
stunning 9-2 start. 
Ron Cey’s two-run homer off Fred 
Norman in the sixth inning erased a 1-1 
tie, helping the Dodgers to their 
seventh straight victory.

Anderson was fit to be tied. He spent 
the game nervously roaming the rail of 
the team dugout.

Tackle Box: A ngler's Briefcase

The tackle box is the angler’s 
briefcase, except for most of us there’s 
nothing brief about it. 


As tackle accumulates, we tend to 
graduate to larger and larger boxes. 
Ultimately, if we fish often and for a 
variety of species, we end up toting 
around a small tackle shop. 
Moreover, the tackle industry en­ 
courages us. 


One manufacturer, Plano of Illinois, 
makes a box that weighs 12 pounds 
empty. Another, Vlchek Plastics of 
Middlefield, Ohio, sells a box with 96 
slide-out compartments for lures and 


assorted tackle. 
If you’re a tournament bass 
fisherman you may need a specialized 
box that will carry every conceivable 
hook and line you’re ever likely to 
need. 
But if you’re an average angler, a 
generalist, you’ll find that thinking 
small about boxes pays big dividends 
in convenience. 
For years I lugged a huge aluminum 
box jammed with the basic tackle for 
every freshwater species from perch 
to salmon. More esoteric gear stayed 
home in several smaller boxes I had 
acquired over the years. 
Never mind that I rarely fished for, 
say, trout and perch on the same

U.S. Football 
Teams Set 
European Tour 


NEW YORK (A P) - Two semi­ 
professional American football teams 
will tour Europe to play a five-game 
series for the 
fledgling 
Inter­ 
continental Football League this 
summer. 
The Iowa Nite Hawks and the 
Chicago Lions, both members of the 
Northern States Football League, 
leave in June for the series in Austria, 
Germany and France. 
Organizers of the league hope the 
tour signals the start of increased 
interest in American football overseas. 
“ There has been a drastic and 
dramatic decline in soccer interest in 
Europe,” explained Bob Kap, founder 
of the IF L. “ It does not relate to the 
people anymore.” 
There are empty stadiums for many 
soccer games throughout Europe and 
that is the reason Kap and Carroll 
Catler, president of the IFL, believe 
that American-style football will be a 
hit there. 
“ What do they need with soccer, 
when they can have American foot­ 
ball?” said Kap. 
I.ast year, the IF L imported two 
college teams, Henderson State and 
Texas Aid for three games in Europe. 
Playing in West Berlin, Vienna and 
Paris, the two college teams averaged 
better than 20,000 fans per game. The 
contest in Austria drew 30,000, more 
than doubling the combined at­ 
tendances of seven professional soccer 
games played in the country that day. 
Kap, who once coached the Dallas 
Tornado of the North American Soccer 
League, thinks American football 
can’t miss on the continent. 
‘TU tell you what,” he said. “ I ’ll 
take American football in Europe and 
you can have European soccer in the 
United States. We’U see who has more 
success.” 
Eventually, Catler and Kap would 
like to see a self-sustaining European 
league consisting of perhaps a half 
dozen local teams including some 
American players, just as Japanese 
baseball teams use ex-major leaguers 
from the United States.

outing. But I was prepared if that 
opportunity ever arose. 
The big box was a pain to pack along 
on family outings. It took up a great 
deal of space in small boats, always 
seemed to be in the way and was 
forever getting dumped, dropped or 
thumped in some awkward situation. 

In a flush of preseason 
enlightenment, it occurred to me: Why

Transfer the often-used tackle into 
smaller traveling boxes and leave the 
biggest one at home as a catch-all. 
I added one new box to my coUection 
of four. It was Vlchek’s Adventurer 
Model 1726, an ideal bass box with lure 
trays and stand-up arrangers for hard- 
to-handle spinnerbaits. 
That becomes my traveling box for 
largemouth and smallmouth bass 
fishing. 
Another box of approximately the 
same size is filled with tackle for 
panfish and walleye fishing. Because 
most of my walleye chasing is done on 
Lake Erie, this box also has been 
stocked with the essentials for white 
bass and smallmouth fishing on the big 
lake. 
A third smaller box contains spoons 
and spinners for steelhead and salmon 
plus all the flyfishing paraphernalia 
necessary for trout fishing. 
The fourth and smallest box now 
carries flyfishing bugs and poppers for 
bass and panfish. 
Divisions of tackle will depend on 
personal fishing Interests but already 
I ’ve noted the extra convenience of 
specialized boxes in terms of easier 
handling, packing and general por­ 
tability. 
A compromise of sorts between one 
mammoth box and several smaller 
ones is Vlchek’s new “ Cartridge 
Loader.’” A relatively large box, it 
contains nine removable smaller 
boxes, each designed to carry various 
sized lures or miscellaneous tackle. 
Extra removable boxes are available 
if greater capacity and flexibility are 
preferred.

Unrealistic as some salaries are, 
Woolf said he fails to understand the 
resentment they generate among the 
fans. 
“ People think nothing of Frank 
Sinatra or Sammy Davis getting 
$100,000 for a single night’s per­ 
formance,” he said. 
“ Or Paul 
Newman getting $4 million for a 
movie. Sports have become show 
business. The athletes are matinee 
idols.”

Food Alert 


Sees Beef 
Plentiful 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Agriculture Department has issued a 
monthly “ food marketing alert” to 
consumers, which does not include 
exactly the kind of menu items favored 
today by Food Day participants. 


For example, the latest USDA report 
sent to food editors and large-volume 
food buyers such as schools, hospitals 
and other institutions says there will 
be “plentiful” supplies of beef, pork 
and dairy products next month. 


According to USDA definition, 
plentiful means “more than enough for 
requirements” during a given month. 
Adequate means “enough to meet 
needs,” and light means “less than 
adequate, not enough for normal 
needs.” 
The idea behind a national Food Day 
is that Americans are not eating 
properly and too often load up on too 
much fat, sugar and other ingredients 
that Food Day supporters say are too 
bad for you. 
In fact, strict adherents of Food Day 
eating favor vegetable dishes and no 
meat. 
According to the USDA alert report 
issued Wednesday, beef supplies in 
May will be at “ approximately the 
record levels” of a year ago. Pork 
shoppers will find 18 to 20 per cent 
more available than a year ago. 
In a 
"special” 
note on dairy 
products, the department said milk 
production has continued to gain and 
will be near its seasonal peak in May. 
Supplies of butter, cheese and nonfat 
dry milk are way up from a year ago.

Brazil Closes Book On Bormann 


BONN, West Germany (AP) — The 
Brazilian government announced this 
week that it was giving up the search 
for the most hunted Nazi war criminal, 
Martin Bormann. But West Germany 
closed the books on Hitler’s phantom 
deputy four years ago. 


Brazil’s attorney general said the 
Supreme Court shelved West Ger­ 
many’s 1967 request for Bormann’s 
extradition because there was no 
evidence he was in the country. 


“ I didn’t even know we had a request 
out for his extradition,” said a 
spokesman for the West German 
Foreign Ministry. 


Another 
spokesman 
couldn’t 
remember who Bormann was. 


Bormann in the days of the Third 
Reich was the least known of Hitler’s 
men and the most powerful. He stayed 
out of the limelight that Goering, 
Goebbels and Himmler courted. But he 
ran the Nazi party and through it the 
country, managed Hitler’s private life 
and his fortune and was the Fuehrer’s 
closest aide, adviser and associate. 


He emerged from Hitler’s shadow to 
become the target of a worldwide 
search for nearly three decades, the 
only one of the major war criminals 
arraigned at Nuernberg who could not 
be found. Over the years there were 
thousands of reports that he had been 
More Cotton 
Fiber Use 
Predicted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Agriculture 
Department analysts think cotton 
producers will see improved use of 
their fiber in the coming year, par­ 
ticularly if they plant as many acres as 
recently indicated. 


“ Prospects for more robust general 
economic activity during 1977 bode 
well 
for 
U.S. 
textile 
fiber 
con­ 
sumption,” the department’s Outlook 
and Conservation Board said Wed­ 
nesday. 


But for now a shrunken supply of 
U.S. cotton has meant high prices and 
is leading to further competition from 
manmade fibers, officials said. By 
next Aug. I, the U.S. cotton reserve 
may be around 2.8 million bales, down 
from 3.7 million last summer and the 
smallest since 1952. 


The report said high cotton prices, 
which currently are about 25 cents a 
pound more than man-made fiber, will 
encourage further substitution of 
synthetics by textile mills. 
However, with larger cotton supplies 
signalled for 1977-78, mill use of the 
natural fiber “ will likely bounce back" 
later in the season. 
Farmers, according to April 
I 
surveys, indicated they will plant 13.7 
million acres to cotton this spring, an 
increase of two million acres from last 
year. 
The report said some shift in the 
April I plantings survey could occur, 
however. 
The shift could occur partly because 
of “ intense price competition” from 
soybeans in the Mississippi Delta and 
in the Southeast. Also, there is “a great 
deal of uncertainty" about cotton 
planting in California, where irrigation 
water shortages may restrict plant­ 
ings.

seen. They all proved false or in­ 
conclusive. An Italian monk, a 
Guatemalan farmer and a German 
emigrant to Colombia were among 
those mistaken for the missing man. 
The most recent Bormann stir was 
caused by I^idislas Farago, a best­ 
selling author and former U.S. in­ 
telligence agent. In November, 1972, in 
a series of newspaper articles he 
reported that the missing man was 
living in South America and had been 
photographed as he crossed into 
Argentina from Chile. An Argentine 
school teacher, Rudolfo Nicholas Siri, 
later identified himself as the man in 
the photograph. Siri was 54 at the 
time; Bormann would have been 72. 
The West German government 
declared Bormann officially dead in 
1973 after two skeletons were found 


during excavation of a construction 
site in Berlin. 
Frankfurt Attorney General Horst 
Gauf announced: “ Martin Bormann 
died on May 2, 1945, between I and 3 
a m. on the Invalidenstrasse railroad 
bridge in Berlin a short time after his 
accomplice Adolf Hitler.” 
Gauf said one skeleton was Bor­ 
mann’s, the other was that of Hitler's 
doctor, Ludwig Stumpfegger, who was 
known to have tried to break through 
the Russian lines with Bormann.

DENNISON, Ohio (AP) - By day, 
Dr. John Romig earns his living as an 
optometrist. By night he enjoys life as 
a luthier. 
To the layman, a luthier makes 
.stringed instruments. 
Romig makes classical guitars. He’s 
been trying to play the guitar off and 
on for 20 years but said he never got 
past page one of book one in his in­ 
struction. 
Three years ago, during a visit to 
Williamsburg, 
Va., 
he watched 
craftsmen making guitars by hand. 
“ I talked to them and told myself I 
could probably do it if I figured out 
how,” he said. 
Back home, he started research. The 
library ordered an instruction book for 
him. 
He already had some woodcarving 
tools but found he had to fabricate 
other tools. One was a device to cut the 
sound hole and another for edging the 
binding. His only power equipment is a 
saw but he found it of little value in 
making guitars. 
All the work is done with hand tools 
— a coping saw, hand plane, sand­ 
paper, chisels and glue. The only metal 
pieces on his guitars are the tuning 
machines in the neck. 
One of his problems is finding the 
right wood. 
He makes the backs of the sound 
boxes of East Indian or Brazilian 
rosewood. He prefers Bavarian spruce 
for the top but said scarcity often 
forces the substitution of western red 
cedar, cyprus or maple. He likes 
Honduras mahogany for the necks. 
Even with the small amount of wood 
needed for a guitar, he said the sim- 
plist models often cost $150-1200. 
Romig builds guitars upside-down, 
starting with the top, or front, of the 
sound case. He starts with fronts and 
backs of matching size in V* inch 
boards. By the time he is through with 
them, they are planed, chiseled and 
sanded to a 3-32 inch front and a 
inch 
back. 
The rosewood sides are trimmed to 
1-16 inch, soaked in boiling water for 
an hour or so before shaping. Soaking 
makes the wood flexible. 
He has a lot of mistakes lying 
around his hop, saying “ Those are 
abortive attempts we won’t go into.” 
But with the cost of wood he says he 
can’t afford to be too careless. 
Gluing the pieces becomes an in­ 
tricate process. Some glue joints have 
to set up for several weeks before he 
can proceed. Haste or impatience at 
that point, he said, frequently means 
disaster. 
Another critical point comes with 
binding along the edges. It ranges 
from simple plastic strips to exotic 
abalone shell.

He set out to make five guitars and 
said he learns more with each one. 
Each becomes an experiment to see 


what slight variations mean to the 
sound. 
“ I don’t ever expect to play them 
very well,” he said. “ But I’d rather 
make them anyhow. It’s more fun.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Broadcast pioneer William S. 
Paley has taken the first step 
toward loosening the tight 
control he’s had over CBS 
since it was founded in 1928. 
He said Wednesday that he 
plans to step down as the 
company’s chief executive 
officer and will recommend 
to CBS directors on May ll 
that John D. Backe, president 
of CBS, Inc., be named his 
successor. 
But does he think he’ll ever 
step down as board chair­ 
man? 
“Yes, of course I will,” said 
the man who took a 16-station 
radio network, named it CBS 
and built it into an empire 
that last year had 30,000 
employes worldwide and net 
sales of $2.2 billion. 
But he only grinned when 
asked if he’ll retire as 
chairman. 
“I don’t know,” said Paley, 
75. “It might be that I get 
interested in something else I 
want to try, it could be a lot of 
things. 
“But ifs awfully hard for 
me to imagine not being in­ 
terested in CBS as a cor­ 
poration as long as my 
mental faculties remain at 
least normal, as well as my 
physical frame and what’s in 
it.” 
Tanned and fit-looking, 
Paley spoke in a brief in­ 
terview after addressing the 
annual CBS shareholders’ 
meeting, held this year at 
CBS’ production center in 
nearby Studio City. 
There, he reaffirmed his 
decision — first announced in 
October — to step down as 
chief executive officer of 
CBS, Inc., in which capacity 
he made day-to-day decisions 
on the operation of the 
company. 
CBS, Inc. owns not only the 
CBS radio and television 
networks, but also Columbia 
Records and other divisions 
that publish books, operate 
retail stores and make 
musical instruments. 
Backe, the 43-year-old 
executive Paley picked to 
succeed him, comes from a 
publishing, not a broad­ 
casting background. Backe, 
who joined CBS in 1973, 
became 
the 
company’s 
second most powerful man 
when his predecessor, Arthur 
R. Taylor, abruptly resigned 
last Oct. 13 after four years on 
the job. 
Taylor, chief architect of 
television's so-called “family 
hour," never has said why he 
quit his $480,000-a-year job, 
but CBS sources attribute it to 
a personality conflict with the 
strong-willed Paley. Still, 
Taylor’s action surprised the 
industry. 
Fifteen months earlier, 
Paley, seeking to rebut a 
report he and Taylor weren’t 
getting along, issued a 
statement saying he’d “be 
greatly pleased to have him 
(Taylor) as my successor.” 
Paley, CBS’ chief executive 
officer since 1928 and its 
board chairman since 1946, 
declined on Wednesday to say 
why he'd changed his mind. 
He only said when he told 
CBS directors last year he’d 
be retiring as chief executive 
officer, “I and the board 
decided that the best person 
to follow in my footsteps was 
Mr. Backe. 
“ And that led to the 
resignation of Mr. Taylor.” 
Paley was asked if a per­ 
sonality conflict with Taylor 
had occurred.
